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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding claims 1 -8, the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest wherein 
the fluid container, at its upper end, is provided with a valve forming part of the fluid 
container, through which fluid filling and discharging occur, said means arranged as an 
integral part of the upper end of the container wall in associated with the valve in 
combination with other limitations recited in the claims. 

4. Regarding claims 9-10, the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest wherein 
the fluid being filled at a pressure into the container through a valve integral to the upper 
end of the container in combination with other limitations recited in the claims. 

5. Regarding claim 1 1 , the prior art of record failed to teach or suggest wherein the 
fluid container, at its upper end, is provided with a valve forming part of the fluid 
container, through which fluid filling and discharging occur, said ducts and restriction 
means being arranged as an integral part of the vale and being configured to 
substantially reduce the fluid velocity and/or change the direction of the fluid flow during 
filing as set forth in the claimed invention. 
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6. Easton et al. (US 3,965,947) discloses a liquid handling system for filling tanks 
comprising a fill conduit and shutoff valve located at the upper end of the fill conduit 
(abstract). 

7. Ensign (US 3,643,707) discloses in (Fig. 1), a static reducing and vapor reducing 
loading valve with low pressure drop comprising a valve (14) located at the bottom end 
of a tank (abstract).
